born in California, and lived in that 
state until 1903. studying and teach- 
ing.

studied at Lcland Stanford university, 
and was graduated in 1S97, served 3 
years as school superintendent at Paso 
Robles, took a year at Teachers' col- 
lege, and from 1901 to 1903 was as- 
sistant professor in the department of 
education at Lcland Stanford. 


He then came back to Teachers' col- 


lege, Columbia, to-get his ThD and re- 
ceived the adjunct professorship which 
he held until his appointment to Mass- 
achusetts. 
At all times he has lec- 


tured and written a great deal on ed- 
ucational themes.

Secretary Smith Explains the Needs 


of the Institution and the Proposed 
Extensions—More Room Needed 


"Working on a square mesh in the 


simple cross stitch is the oldest form 
of embroidery. 
For. this fascinating 


work no stamped pattern is necessary, 
as all designs are simply worked out 
by cross stitching. 
On a checked or 


coarse meshed go&ds this can be done 
by counting the squares or threads, 
but on .1 plain material it is necessary 
to work over the regular cross stitch 
canvas which comes for this work. 


If this c.innot be secured one may 


use a .stiffened piece of mosquito nef- 
ting. 
Baste this over the goods to 


be decorated and then work through 
both materials, being careful not to 
sew through any of the threads of the 
net or canvas but always to put the 
needle through the open meshes. 
This 


is very necessary in order that these 
threads may be pulled out when the 
cross stitch pattern is completed. 


Every woman likes to own a hand- 


made spread, but 
the 
majority of 


spreads call for such expensive ma- 
terials that few can afford to indulge 
in such a luxury- 
Within any wom- 


an's reach, however, is the following 
•pread made of unbleached muslin. All 
over its surface conventional scrolls 
are outlined by means of huge French 
knots. 
On Ihe spread in question 


white knots are used, but there is no 
reason why one could not use colored 
cotton to carry out the color scheme 
employed in 'one's bedroom. 
The 


edge of the. spread is finished with 
cotton fringe.

Tho work of this department is dif- 


ferent from any other itnportant city 
oiNce. for it deals with the things that 


nearest to the American home, the 


necessities of life. 
It deals with the 


bread and butter of our every day life; 
It deals with the wage earner's pock- 
eibook: it deals with the housewife's I 
judgment; it deals with 
the 
mills, 


foundries and tanneries: it deals with 
the iceman, coal man and wood man; 
it deals with 
grocer, 
butcher 
and 


druggist: It deals with the gas and 
electric light companies; it deals with 
the junk man", ii deals with hawkers 
and pedlers. 
In short, 
all avenues 


of trade, commerce ar.d industry look 
to this department to see that 
the 


laws governing weights and measures 
are honestly, fairly and impartially 
enforced. 


Many requesls are 
received 
from 


parties in controversy for the services 
of this department in the arbitration 
of disputes between shipper and deal- 
er, dealer and customer or between 
dealers. 
We have always been able 


to settle these matters to the general 
satisfaction of all concerned. 


Most of the merchants of this city 


are even more anxious than the pub- 
lic that their weighing and measuring 
apparatus be perfect, or as near so as 
possible. 
Beside a genuine desire to 


treat the public fairly, they fully real- 
ize that this department Is practically 
the sole protection of the honest deal- 
er against dishonest competition. Con- 
ditions here relative, to tha sale ol 
coal are much better tham In previous 
years. 
'A large, number of loads were 


rewelghed while in transit between 
tho yards of tlie merchants and their 
customers and the greater percentage 
were 
found 
over 
weights.

though It is a great inconvenience, the 
majority o( the coal dealers welcome 
these reweighlngs, thereby showing a.

In vogue for many years has been cor 
reeled. Yardsticks were found cut ant 
rounded at the ends, advertising yard 
sticks, brass tacka on counters, etc 
The law demands that these defective 
measuring slicks 
be 
replaced, 
with 


brass tipped sticks which must be test- 
ed and sealed before they caii be used. 


The transfer of 
tho' licensing 
of 


hawkers and peddlers from the secre- 
tary of tho commonwealth to tho com- 
missioner of weights and measures is 
an Important act, inasmuch as Iho en- 
forcement of the 
statute governing 


such licensing rests upon the state and 
the local weights and measures 
offi- 


cials. The law provides for three class- 
es of licenses for hawklers and ped- 
dlers, namely—the city or town li- 
cense, the special state license and the 
special "county license, each of which 
continue in force one year from issue. 


The regulations for the carrying out 


of the so-called 
"federal 
net-weight 


law," which compels manufacturers to 
make a. clear Statement of the weight, 
volume or contents of their packages 
of food, went .into effect Sept. 3. 1314. 
Theae 
regulations 
apply 
to 
food 


shipped In Interstate commerce, or sold 
In the District of Columbia, 
or 
the 


territories, under the 
provisions of 


chapter 653, acts 19H. 
These regula- 


tions on and after Sept. 3, 1915, becamo 
equally applicable to all articles of 
food sold, or offered for sale, tn Mas- 
sachusetts (whether packed within or 
without the commonwealth). The quan- 
tity stated on the container must rep- 
resent the actual quantity of food, ex- 
clusive of wrappings and containers.

Snedden, for six years state commis- 
sioner of education, to take effect next 
July.- Dr. Snedden has decided to ac- 
cept a professorship at the Teachers' 
college of Columbia unlver.slly covering 
the fields of educational philosohpy and 
administration, nnd will lecture at the 
1916 term of the _.summer school of 
the college. 


It was from the Teachers' college 


where he had been adjunct professor 
of educational administration that he 
came to Massachusetts, being appoint- 
ed commissioner by the newly-organ- 
ized state board in November, 1303, 
and receiving a salary of 56500, one 
of the largest paid any state official. 


During his term of oftice Ihe depart- 


ment of education has been thorough- 
ly reorganized and enlarged. Dr Sneo% 
den's activities have been many-sided. 
He has been one of the foremost ex- 
ponents of Industrial education and vo- 
cational guidance, but he has worked 
no less actively for improved school 
curricula, securer 
tenure for school 


superinlendenls, higher 
qualifications 


for teachers, fuller publicity in school 
mailers and many olher matters.
